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ATTENTION A. K. 955. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Is it the Army way that a coant of noses shall de- 
cide the wisdom of an Army lation? Or have 
the annual inspection reports of post commanders 
under par. 955, Army Regulations, done such dam - 
age that their authors should be muzzled? If these 
reports from post commanders founded on twelve 
i tions have been unworthy or ignored, it lies 
with themselves to change this condition by making 
them so worthy they eannot be _ ignored. 
Probably no other paper they may sign is 
seen by so many people in authority. It may 
not be easy to talk well or ill about one’s own work, 
but with sufficient practice doubtless we can do it; 
and we have had lots of practice. And possibly it 
is easier to do this duty well so that none can do it 
better, than to leave it entirely to some staff officer 
to say our say for us. 

Those of us who can remember the times before 
the Centennial Exposition, know how much the 
condition and environment of the line has im- 
proved, and with accelerated motion is improving, 
since this regulation brought a connected statement 
every year from the very midst of the line into the 
heart of the War Department without a chance of 
having all vitality squeezed out of it, and 1t would 
be an audacious soul, indeed, who would pretend to 
say how much effect these timely words have had 
on the grand result. No word ever before came 
back to anyone, line or staff, about what was done 
with his inspection reports. But what other single 
paper we sign during the year is more importance 
attached to than to this? At any rate this is no 
time to shirk responsibility nor aid in the attack 
upon the Inspec: or General’s Department. 

The line of course expect to be inspected, and 
only the lazy or indifferent should care to contend 
againat inspections or against writing reports them- 
selves of the inspection that must be made whether 
reported or not. Between that department and the 
line concord, comradery and mutual assistance 
should exist. Their work is on the same principles, 
their aim is alike for excellence and the utmost 
efficiency, their difficulties are much alike, and all 
experience has proved what admirable results al- 
ways and only come from their working together. 
So who is it, at this late day trying to put them 
asunder. If the senior Inspector General is for 
continuing this good fellowship and retaining par. 
955 and dignifying to the utmost the reports under 
it, ag you say im your edition of Jan. 11, then I for 
one am most certainly with him and I hope all post 
commanders will unite and do their best on his side, 
especially now when there is some attempt to inspect 
the militia’ and the staff. If 955 is slaughtered, 
why the innocent have been done tod before 
and yet the world — —* itsown way. The 
immediate damage will not be great. Both line and 
staff can live with this tie broken. Improvements 
may not come so fast and some may be absolutely 
losi, but who charges the average post commander 
with wishing improvements? Generals Sherman, 
Sheridan and Schofield are understood to have ap- 
proved the spirit of 955, the latter even approved 
the new blank about to be published, so 
we may hope something still from wise councils su-

LET THE ARMY ALONE. 


AN officer of the Army sends us some excellent 
suggestions on the subject of desertion, admitting 
at the outset, however, that this subject has been 
so much discussed that it begins to grow tiresome, 

ially co to the large class of quiet good iers 
in both the rank and file of the Army who do their 
duty —2 and uneomplainingly. He ascribes 
this Army failing mainly to the restlessness that 
all classes in this country, due to its great 

rewards for energy and business capacity. 

The opportunities are many in almost any part 
of the vountry, and the seeming opportunities are 
mavy more in number. Americans go in and out of 
all kinds of business and follow and again change 
their profession or trade to an extent that bears an 
exact proportion to the seeming chances of bettering 
their condition. This is especially true of men 
whose wages or salary and manner of hfe is about 
on 4 with that of the class from which the 
Army is and always will berecruited. This always 
beckoning, always alluring, and though sometimes 
deceptive while it exists will always cause 
weak and men to desert. Yet it is one of the 
blessings of the free and noble country to which 
we belong. 

The question is raised as to how far the percent- 
age of desertions from the Army exceed the per- 
centage of defaulting bank officials and dishonest 
offic generally. And as to what extent the 
crime of perjury, involved in the act of desertion is 
any more prevalent among the enlisted men of the 
Army than many a corresponding number of ciy- 
ilians. In conclusion our correspondent rays very 
sensibly and truly: ‘‘Many of the supposed causes 
of deser:ion are simply absurd theories, laughed at 
by the best men of every organization from ‘A’ of 
the ist Artillery to ‘K’ of the 26th Infantry, 
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While the Government ration might be improved, 
men do not desert to get more to eat. While the 
officers in the Army might be more efficient and 
devoted to their men, they are as a class sober and 
intelligent men, who try their best to make their 
men good and contented soldiers ; and they suc- 
ceed as far as the good material is concerned. The 
worthless and bad element in the Army,though not 
large, is the part that alone gives any trouble. The 
Army is well drilled and is improving slowly all the 
time. Any one having had an opportunity last fall 
during the mancuvres under Gen. Merritt must 
have noticed vot only the willingness and efficiency 
of the men in ranks, but also the eagerness and in- 
telligence of the officers trying to derive benefit 
from the instruction under the Commanding Gene- 
ral. The Army will get along all right, and will 
be ready at any time to answer any call of its 
country, if it is not tinkered with too much by ex- 
een, both in and out of the Service. It 

plenty of good men, both high and low in 
rank ; it has plenty of remedial agents to cure its 
passing ills. It 1s well paid by a generous Govern- 
ment, and all that is necessary to do is to let it 
alone, and not look with holy horror at a percent- 
age of desertion which, under the circumstances, is 
not | » nor to-vainly seek for causes where 
none exist. 


TWO SERVICE BLEMISHES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ons is the yelling of the Ist sergeant in reporting 
to the adjutant at parade; and the other, the in- 
consistent attitude required of the officer of the day 
at — As to tbe first: the ob- 
ject to be attained is simply to ascertain the pre- 
sence or absence of members of the organization 
represented at the time * the Ist sergeant; the re 
port is intended for the adjutant and should be just 
loud enough to be distinctly heard by him. The 
practice as frequently observed is apparently for 
the ist sergeants to vie with each otber in yelling 
the loudest possible, and the effect is to make thie, 
the simplest = of the ceremony, very prominent, 
obtrusive and at times ludicrous, thus destroying the 
harmony of the entire performance. 

As to the second blemish: the rational object of 
the officer of the day’s presence at guard-mounting 
is to begin the duty for which this office was 
created, that of an executive officer of the post 
commander; and this duty, so far as these remarks 
are concerned, is, after the guard is presented, to 
receive the marching salute and see that the 

Og in review ts properly done. Instead of this, 
owever, when the music ins he folds his arms, 
casts his eyes to the front, and remains in this posi- 
tion until the prescribed time for saluting arrives. 
Meanwhile, for all of hia information to the con- 
trary, the guard may have performed any number 
of improper evolutions, and for that matter, may 
have marched off the parade entirely, leaving him as 
astatuesqueadorument. itis claimed that the impor- 
tance and dignity attached to the office should pre- 
veut making a guy of the officer. He should be con- 
sidered the same as any other reviewing officer, as 
placed in front of the guard for the same purpose 
that any other reviewing officer is so p ; re- 
ceiving at an attention and acknowledging the sa- 
lute On the presentation of the guard, he should as- 
sume an erect and dignified attitude, carefully 
watch the movements during the review, ve 
and acknowledge the marching salute, and, the 
ceremony concluded, leave the parade in the same 
manner as any other reviewing officer. 

Just what use there is for the old offiesr of the 
day to be at hissuccessor’s guard-mouating, beyond 
that of copying the attitudes and movements of his 
successor, is hard to tell. To save time, be might be 
iu the vicinity, so as to join the new officer of the 
day and transfer the orders to him on the way to 
the guard-house; but consistently, and provided bis 
— does not require him elsewbere, his place is 
with or near bis guard ; there is certaiuly a k of 
harmony and ficness to include bim in the ceremony 
as is now done, and nothing could emphasize this 
statement more forcibly than the fact that during 
its entire performance he has nothing of the least 
importance to do. R.

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FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs at its ses- 
sion on Tuesday last decided to report favorably H. 
R. 3301, giving mates the benefit of the Navy re- 
tired law, and H. R. 495, providing for issue of 
certificates of honorable discharge to those who 
have served in the U. S. Navy or Marine Corps, 
and who have lost their certificates. An amend- 
ment was adopted to the latter bill providing ‘that 
such certificates shall not be accepted as a voucher 
for the payment of any claim against the United 
States for pay, bounty or other allowance, or as 
evidence in any other case. The greater portion of 
the session was devoted to hearing Mr. Irving Scott, 
of the Union Iron Works, upon the general subject 
of new ships, and especially with reference to the 
facilities for building ships on the Pacific Coast. 
Mr. Scott urged that in making future appropria- 
tion for new vessels the Secretary of the Navy be 
empowered to accept bids from Pacific Coast firms 
at a somewhat higher rate than offered by Eastern 
firms, in order to make up for the difference in cost 
of transportation of certain necessary material 
across the continent. With this slight encourage- 
ment his firm would be prepared to compete, in 

int of number er quality of work, with any firm 
In the country for Government work. He recom- 
mended that single turretted monitors be employed 
for defending harbors. 

The sub-committees of the House Appropriation 
Committee in charge of the Fortification Sill, re- 
sumed consideration of that measure on Wednesday 
last. Major General Schofield, as president cf the 
Ordnance and Fortification Board, was heard upon 
the general subject of sea coast defences as outlined 
in his annual report and especially with reference 
to the advisability of using cast iron for the con- 
struction of mortars. His views were desired in 
this connection by reason of the efforts recently re- 
newed by Mr. Hunt of the South Boston Iron 
Works, to secure a modification of the law, so as 
to allow him to submit a heavier mortar than the 
one which went to pieces last summer. The moc- 
tar weighed 32,000 pounds. Mr. Hunt tells the 
committee that he is satisfied a mortar of 40,000 
pounds will give as good results as the Army steel 
mortar. Gen. Schofield’s views were decidedly 
against the use of cast iron for mortar or gun pur- 
poses. The Secretary of War will be heard by the 
committee at its next meeting. 

Tbe House Committee on Naval Affairs met 
on Thursday, and had under consideration the bills 
‘To transter the Revenue Cutter Service from the 
Treasury Department to the Navy Department,” 
and also ‘‘for the relief of the sufferers by the 
wreck of the U.S. Steamers Trenton, Vandalia 
and Nipsic at Apia, Samoan Islands. The Com- 
mittee adjourned without agreeing to any final 
action on either of the above bills.

Tue Secretary of the Navy has promised te send a 
vessel to participe in the Mardi-gras festivities at 
New Orleans, February 19, if there is one available 
at that time. The Alliance, itis thought, will be 
selected for this duty. 

Tue Greer Board on naval tactics and organiza- 
tious will shortly be dissolved. The president and 
two of the members have already been detached 
and ordered to other duty. and there is nothing at 
present for the other members to do. 

Tue Paix says that the President of the French 
Commission sent out to investigate the affairs of the 
Panama Canal Company, ina speech made at As- 
pinwall, said that the eanal would be completed. 
So said De Lesseps aud so said all members of the 
De Lesseps ring. 

BEFORE the Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht Club 
the first of the regular course of Lectures was 
delivered by Commodore Robert Center, S.C. Y. C., 
at the Club House, on Saturday evening, January 
18rh, at 8.30 o'clock punctually. Subject: Cruising 
Yachis and Yacht Cruising. 

Tue Secretary of the Navy has issued a circular 
prescribing that the funeral expenses of. enlisted 
men and appointed petty officers who die and are 
buried out of the United States must not exceed 
$50 each, unless due regard for decent burial ren- 
ders a greater expense necessary. 

Governor LADD, in his message to the Legisla- 
ture on January 21, devotes much attention to the 
importance given to the harbor of Newport by its se- 
lection by the United States Government as a naval 
station. Me thinks this will make it, 1n a military 
point of view, one of the most important harbors 
on our coasts. He reviewed the work already ac- 
complished and told what Congress has done for 
the station. 

Or the British Navy the Admiralty Gazette says : 
We seem to have made the ships too small as well as 
too short, and the guns, on the contrary, too thin 
and too long to efficiently perform tbeir work; and 
we have likewise overburdened our ships with them, 
without due consideration of the conditions under 
which they would have to be fought. The result is 
that our modern veasels have been described as un- 
healthy, over-packed boxes of guns, full of ma- 
chinery which is sure to break down when most 
wanted. 

SrorETARY TRACY on second thought has ap- 
pointed a Court of Inquiry to assist him in collecting 
information for reply to the resolution of Senator 
Chandler as to organization of Naval officers for 
what is commonly known as “lobbying” purposes. 
His first inclination was to reply briefly that he had 
no official knowledge of the existence of any such 
organizations. Fearing that this might be con- 
sidered as an evasion of the questions asked he has 
adopted the course as stated above, the following 
officers being selected to conduct the investigations; 
Commouore James G. Greer, president; Engineer- 
in-Chief Loring, Pay Director Looker and Lieut.

They are kept company, however, by the 
Japanese and Chinese, who have interests io the 
country. Upon being relieved the Marion will 
probably cruise in Chinese ports during the re- 
mainder of the winter. ‘ 

The Monocacy recently sailed from Yokohama for 
Shanghai. Her headquarters for the winter will 
probably be at the latter place, and her cruising 
ground will be the Yangtse River. Lieut. Chas. A.

A DEsPATCH from Gibraltar, Jan. 17, says: ‘* To- 
day, while firing the 110-ton guns aboard the iron- 
elad Benbow, defects were developed that make it 
dangerous to use them further. Of the seven great 
110-ton guns now in existence, four are broken 
down, although they have never been subjected to 
the strain of half an hour’s firing.” The craze for 
enormous guns and enormous ships has, we are 
happy to say, never received any encouragement in 
these columns, There is a limit to effectiveness in 
both. It has been reached and passed. If the de- 
ficiencies of the monster ironclads are not yet made 
so apparent as the weakness of the heavy guns, it is 
only because there is not the same opportunity for 
subjecting them to the conditions of battle. They 
may serve to impress the imagination of the legis- 
lator who knows *‘ a big thing when he sees it,” and 
to contribute to the glory of their architects, but in 
the end their failure will be as dismal as that of the 
110-ton gun or the Armstrongs of an earlier day. 
It there is any precedent that we should studiously 
avoid in this country it is of all others the British. 
The conditions that prevail in England are not at 
all favorable to freedom of action in naval and 
ordnance matters, and the history of British ex- 
perience in this line needs only to be written to 
serve as a perpetual warning as to methods it is 
best to avoid.

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NAVAL PROMOTION. 

SENATOR OBANDLER'S bill, 8. 1887, published last 
week, will be recognized as a measure similar to 
that advocated by him when Secretary of the 
Navy. It was at thattime held to be the outcome 
of the so-called ‘‘ Pipe Line Bill,” a name given by 
the critics of a mathematical exposition of the 
measures necessary to be enforced to secure the 
healthy and equably flow of promotion this bill 
was designed to create. The present stagnation in 
the upper grades of the Navy is due to the fact 
that for four years after 1841 no midshipmen were 
appointed, and that there are in consequence but 
few retirements for age for several years to come, 
as has been the case for the past few years. The 
classes admitted to the Academy during the year 
were extremely large, as each Congressional dis- 
trict was allowed two representatives, and the Pre 
sident had ten appointments at large each year. 
The officers of all grades below commander are in 
consequence forced to remain many years in sub- 
ordinate poritions. The present method of admit- 
ting only a certain number of ensigns corresponding 
to the annual wear and tear of the Service will 
eventually work to their benefit, but meanwhile 
the new Navy is coming along, and in order to 
‘accept the responsibilities and properly develop 
the modern ideas, it is suicidal to keep officers 
until fifty years of age without ever giving them 
independent duties. Legislation looking to the 
immediate rehef and removal of the block in pro- 
motion would no doubt be acceptable to the offi- 
cers, and as it would not entail any very heavy 
addition to the appropriation would probably 
meet with the approval of Congress. This bill is 
based on the percentage theory, and the idea is te 
have the average officer a certain time in each 
grade from the lowest to the highest. It is evident 
that all who enter the Service can not reach flag 
rank, if all survive, and the effect will be in the 
future— even to a greater degree than in the past— 
to make promotion very slow (too slow by far) to 
captain, and then to rush through the remaining 
grades with extreme rapidity. The present flag 
officers are younger than their immediate pre- 
decessors, the oldest of them having been 56 
years of age on promotion to flag rank. This in- 
sares a proper length of service, giving ample time 
for each one to have his full term of command and 
also to discharge one full tour of duty on shore iu 
a position proper to his rank. The Naval Service 
is reaping the benefit of this state of things, but 
meantime the individual officer is being kept back 
and promotions are delayed, so that it would seem 
essential to devise a method by which this difficulty 
can be overcome. 

While the Service needs its fieg officers of such 
an age as the present ones, it no less needs its com- 
manding officers to be certainly no older than those 
now on the list. The last commander promoted is 
45 years of age; under the present system and with 
the present cutlook be can not hope to be a captain 
before the age of 55, leaving him but seven years 
for the rest of his service. The last lieutenant 
promoted is over 43: what the outlook for him is 
can easily be told. While this is bad for the indi- 
vidual it is still worse for the Service. What sort 
of a commanding officer will any man make, getting 
his first command at 50—after 30 years spent ina 
subordinate position ? The question answers itself : 
and that something must be done to remedy this 
state of affairs is evident. 

Whatever method be chosen it will come hard on 
a good many individuals by forcing them to retire 
in order to make way for others who are younger. 
In the Engiish service, as is well known, this is ac- 
complished by the combination of selection for 
promotion and retirement for age in the different 
grades. Theoretically, probably nearly every line 
officer in the service is in favor of selection, but 
practically he is afraid of it; partly because he 
himself wants to be promoted, and more largely 
because he feels that such a method of promotion 
would open the door still more widely than now to 
political, personal and social influence, and he 
thinks the passage for this sort of work is alto- 
gether too wide now. Age retirement has its dis- 
advantages, but we believe it is more favorably 

regarded by the majority of officers than any other 
method. 





The Pipe Line bill provides for selecting out, in- 
stead of selecting in, avd will probably meet with 
Vigorous opposition on that ground. A large 
number of officers, however, were in favor of it 
when it made its first appearance, believing, prob- 
ably, that some scheme must be devised to relieve 
the pressure. No doubt it would be a much more 
unpleasant task to select people for retirement than 
for promotion, but it is a question after all whether 
a man would not prefer retirement to overslaugh- 
ing. The practical operation of the bill, if it should 
become a law, would be in ten years to cause about 
140 lieutenant-commanders to be promoted. Cer- 
tainly fourteen a year is no undue proportion, 
giving, as it would, seven years in the commander's 
grade before promotion. In ten years there will be 
but thirty-seven retirements of flag officers and but 
thirty-seven promotions, or one hundred less than 
under the proposal of Mr. Chandler. Seventy- 
four captains and twenty-eight commanders would 
be retired as a consequence of these promotions. 
This is pretty nearly the result that would be at- 
tained under au age limitation of fifty-five for 
captains and fifty for commanders. It certainly 
seems as if selection in some form would be forced 
upon the service before many years, if its efficiency 
is the chief object sought after, as of course it 
should be. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Chandler’s bill 
makes no mention of a change 1n the pay of officers 
a subject which needs quite as much attention as 
promoticn. As the whole is greater than a part, 
so the responsibility of the commanding officer of 
a vessel is greater than that of any of his subordin- 
ates, and it should not be possible (as itis by the 
present pay table) for the pay of a commander to 
be less than that of one of the officers under his 
command.

THE MILITIA BILL. 


House Bill 4648, to increase the efficiency of the 
militia, introduced by Mr. Henderson, chairman of 
the House Committee on militia, is the joint pro- 
daction of Adjatant General Kelton and Gen. Ord- 
way, of the District of Columbia National Guard. 
This very worthy measure comprises the majority 
of the important subjects to be discussed by the 
National Guard Association at its two days session 
in Washington next month. 

Sections 1626, 1627, 1628 and 1629, Rev. Stat., 
with their antiquated provisions concerning enroll- 
ment and armament with powder horns and shot 
pouches and spontons as repealed. The militia is 
divided into two classes of organized or National 
Guard, and unorganized or reserve. Enlistment is 
for three years, and when called into service, to 
the end of such service. Section 1630, Rev. Stat., 
is so amended as to require the organization of the 
Guard to conform as nearly as possible to that of the 
Army and authorizing the President in time of ser- 
to organize the brigades and divisions and assign 
their commanders, staff officers to be same as in the 
Army. 

Sections 1631, 1632 and 1683 Rev. Stat. direotirg 
as to organization and armament are repealed; 
also 1635, 1686, 1633, 1639, 1640, 1641, 1645, 1646, 
1647, 1655, 1656, 1657, 1658, 1659, 1660. The 
other Sections of the Revised Statutes relating to 


‘the Militia Title XVI, Chap. 10, are so amended as

ber if the Guard who fails to respond to a call to 
enter the service of the United States. The annual 
appropriation-for the Militia is increased to one 
millions dollars, to be apportioned among the 
States complying with this act. A Bureau of 
Militia is established in the War Department with 
an Officer of the National Guard at its head. In 
addition to the uniforms furnished by the United 
States, each State is allowed to provide at its own 
expense a full dress uniform. Examinations pro- 
vided preliminaries to commission and the States 
are required to provide suitable armories, rifle 
ranges, also inspections and encampments, officers 
of the Army to be detailed to assist in these. A 
detachment of the Army is also to be sent to every 
State Camp where the Governor requests it and 
officers of the Army may upon request be detailed 
as A. D. C. on the Governor’s staff or as A. G. or 
I. G. of Brigades and divisions. 

Instruction in handling heavy Artillery and the 
defence of fortifications is to be provided at Na- 
tional forts for organizations of the Guard stationed 
within a hundred miles, and ammunition for 
practice is to be furnished to them. The President 
is authorized to accept volunteers for instruction 
to the number of 2,500 Artillery and as many 
Infantry for a period of between thirty or forty 
days annually, these volunteers to be provided with 
transportion and rations, the officers to have the 
pay of their rank and the men double the pay of 
their grade in the Army. The bill is skilfully 
drawn 80 as to keep within the limitations of the 
Oonstitution as to National control of the State 
Militia. Only those States who accept its provi- 
sions are subject to extra ecnstitutional control, 
but such control is made a condition of payment 
for the support of its Militia. This control is 
strictly limited to the necessities of iustruction and 
discipline in time ot peace. 





OUR NEW NAVY. 

Ir the present Congress does not provide liberally 
for new ships it will not be because of any lack of 
interest on the subject. The Naval Committees of 
both Houses are delving deep into the ship ques- 
tion. With the Secretary of the Navy's recom- 
mendations taken as a basis, they have proceeded 
with their investigations to determine, first, 
whether the time is ripe for Congress to define a 
policy for continuing and completing the new 
Navy, and, next, as to what type or types of ves- 
sels should be adopted in case it is decided to have 
a legislative programme. At the present time there 
is a wide difference of opinion among members of 
the committees on these points, but as the investi- 
gation progresses it is hoped that these differences 
may be harmonized and a satisfactory result 
reached. The statement made by Secretary Tracy 
before the Senate Naval Committee, that the Texas 
and Maine are not the types of vessels he would 
now adopt should the responsibility of selecting 
their plans rest with him, is regarded by some 
members of the committee as evidence that the 
mind of the naval public is still too fickle for Con- 
gress to pledge itself to any particular class of ves- 
sels. Others maintain that the experimental stage 
is passed and that we must now go ahead and do 
what we started out to do—build a Navy. Argu- 
ments on these points pro and con will be the order 
of the day in and out of the committees for some 
time tocome. Obairman Boutelle says his com- 
mittee courts views from all sides, and it is 
his intention to call upon experts, in and out 
of the Navy, for expressions of opinion. Mr, 
Scott dwelt at length upon the facilities for 
building ships in this country. Hesaid he would 
undertake to commence the construction as once of 
at least two of the 10,000-ton battle-ships recom- 
mended by Secretary Tracy. As an illustration of 
the rapid advance in the manufacture of ship build- 
ing material, he submitted a statement showing 
that the 7,749,692 pounds of steel used 1n the Char- 
leston, only 124,795 pounds was of foreign manufac- 
ture, and that 4,424,897 pounds of that of domestic 
manufactare was projuced in San Francisecs. The 
single order for the cruiser Charleston resulted in 
placing the product of steel manufactures of the Pa- 
cific Coast in the very front rank, and years before 
this could have been acccomplisbe in any other way. 





The same may also be said with referenee to the 
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results produced at Bethlehem by placing the 
order for the armor plates and gun forgings there. 
This establishment exceeds in capacity for steel 
forgings any now existing in any part of the 
world. It has the furnace appliances for making 
the metal from raw materials which Whitworth 
has not, and bas more powerful compressions than 
Whitworth has. It excels Krupp’s works at Essen 
in its machinery of forging by compression, and 
also size of its hammer, It exceeds Creusot in its 
facilities of forging by compression, and also in its 
hammer facilities. The hammer of Krupp at Es- 
sen weighs 98 tons; the hammer at Creusot 
weighs 50 tons; the hammer at Bethlehem weighs 
125 tons. 

















THE bill authorizing the appointment of an As- 
sistant Secretary of War occupied the attention of 
the House Military Committee at its session on 
Tuesday, receiving an unanimous recommendation 
for favorable action by the House. A simular bill 
having met with like success at the hands of the 
Senate Military Committee, early and favorable 
action by the two Houses is expected. War De- 
partment officials are so confident of the early pas 
sage of the bill that they are already speculating 
as tothe appointee. Captain Ainsworth, who, as 
Ohief of the Record and Pension Division, has 
made such a reputation for himself as an executive 
officer, is spoken of in, this connection. It is not 
known that he would care to give up 
his commission as an _ assistant surgeon to 
accept a position uncertain in its tenure; 
but some of his friends, notably Senator Cockrell, 
think he is one of the few whose familiarity with a 
large bulk of the War Department work would 
make him secure under any administration. Mr. 
Partridge, who as private secretary to Mr. Proctor, 
is showing remarkable ability as an execu- 
tive officer, relieving the Secretary, as he does, 
from a great amount of work that would in other 
departments fall upon the shoulders of assistant 
secretaries, 1s regarded by many as a stropg 


possibility. 








P. A. PAyMASTER CowlIk, has modified his bill 
for the equalization of the rank and pay of officers 
of the Navy in order to meet certain criticisms 
made upon it. Inits present shape the numbers 
in the different grades of the line and the three sea- 
going staff corps are based upon the needs of the 
service in the near future; these numbers have 
been worked out by Ccptain Phythian, and will 
bear the strongest scrutiny; singularly enough they 
approach very nearly the numbers in the percentage 
or Pipe Line Bill, alluded to in another column, 
except in the higher grades. That the existing 
number of flag officers is insufficient to perform 
properly the duties of the service is apparent 
to any one that looks into the question carefully. 
The new pay table proposed is better than the 
former, by reason of the fact that all allowances 
are done away with, and although an allowanee for 
quarters, or rather for want of them, would be 
very pleasing, yet 1t is as well not to complicate 
matters by anything of the kind. We believe that 
the sense of justice of the country at large will 
thoroughly approve of the scale of pay proposed ; 
in many cases it is now entirely too small and the 
equalization is affected in a fair and equitable 
manner. 





THE meeting of naval officers called to consider 
the proposed plan of reorganization brought for. 
ward by Captain Phythian, has been indefinitely 
postponed. This action was taken, we understand, 
in deference to the wishes of Secretary Tracy. This 
shows that he is alive to one feature of the situation 
at least. If this action is an indication that the 
questions of pay, etc., are to be seriously considered 
by the Secretary, it will be cause for rejoicing. Mr. 
Whitney’s first report bore entirely upon the ma. 
teriel, with a statement that the personnel would 
receive attention later. Unfortunately, the ‘* con- 
venient season” never came, although it was well 
known that the Secretary favored the various pay 
bills that were introduced during the last two Con- 
gresses. Mr. Tracy has given evidence of his desire 
to advance the pay and character of the enlisted 
force of the Navy, and the commissioned officers 
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look to him no less for some recommendations as 
to an improvement in their condition. : 





THE promptness displayed by the Senate in pass- 
ing the two bills, S. 589, to promote the efficiency 
of the enlisted force of the Navy, and 8. 540, in 
regard tothe naming of naval vessels, enhances 
the chances for early and favorable action 
by the lower House on these important measures. 
It also indicates a disposition to deal liberally with 
the naval service. The text of the two bills will 
be found on page 309 of the Journat for Dec. 14, 
1889. One ofthem, No. 540, simply establishes a 
new rule for classifying and naming our 
naval vessels. The other bill, No. 6589, in- 
creases the number of enlisted men in the Navy 
to 9,000; requires boys enlisting to serve until they 
are twenty-four and men for four years, and gives 
apprentices and boys who have honorably served 
out an enlistment the preference in the choice of 
warrant officers. Extra pay 1s also allowed for re- 
enlistment, and finally, and most important of all, 
a retired list is created for enlisted men 
of the Navy who have served for thirty years. 
The bill isa moet important one for the interests 
of the Navy, and we hope that the Senate and 
House will be as prompt in passing it as the 
Senate Committee has been in reporting it 
favorably. 








WE do not imagine that the bills S. 2034 and H. 
R. 102, intended to sever our Army Engineers from 
their long-accustomed work of directing the im- 
provement of harbors and waterways, have much 
prospect of passing, and it is certain that such a 
change ought not to be made without carefully 
considering the subject in all of its bearings. Civil 
Engineers insist that the Army Engineers are pre- 
vented by a restricted education and their isolation 
from keeping themselves au courant with the pro- 
gress of modern engineering. Even were this ad- 
mitted, it would simply furnish an argument for 
enlarging the scope of Army training and expe- 
rience. It offers no sufficient reason for abolishing 
the features of military discipline, training and 
esprit de corps which have so long been recognized 
as important factors in the efficiency of our present 
Oorps of Engineers. Fortunately for themselves, 
the reputation our Army engineers have established 
with Congress and the country gives them excel- 
lent protection against this assault upon the integ- 
mty of their organization. It is most important 
that national engineering should be under the con- 
trol of a body of men with whom the sentiment 
of nationality is paramount, and who are not in- 
fluenced, and from the nature of their position are 
beyond suspicion of influence, by local considera- 
tions of any sort. 








THE subject of changes in stations of regiments 
is now under consideration by the Commanding 
General of the Army, who will probably have his 
plans outlined for the approval of the Secretary of 
War and promulgation in general orders within the 
next fortnight. It is his desire, as has previously 
been stated, to announce contemplated changes as 
early in the year as possible, in order that those 
concerned may have ample time to arrange for their 
departure to new stations. It is too early to state 
definitely what regiments will be ordered to change 
station. Funds admitting, the changes will no 
doubt be quite extensive. It seems to be practi- 
cally settled that the 1st Artillery will come East, 
taking station at Baltimore and Washington, as the 
relief of the 8d, which is booked for the stations in 
New York now occupied by the 5th, the latter going 
to California, as the relief of the ist. The other 
changes, it is thought, will be confined to the in- 
fantry, unless there should be an unexpected sur- 
plus in the transportation fund. The 23d, 9th, 
10th, and 19th, it is rumored, are involved, but as 
to what extent is not now ascertainable.

resolution, calling for information as to the num- 


ber of Army officers retired, amount paid them, 
etc., sinee the last statement was furnished in 
March, 1888, was reeeived by the Senate last week. 





From this it appears that 64 officers have been re- 








tired since March 31, 1888, the aggregate paid them 
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being $149,882.14, making the grand aggregate cost 
of the Army retired list since created to Dec. 1, 
1889, $16,680,830. The total cost of the Navy and 
Marine Corps retired list since established by law 
to Dec, 1, 1889, aggregates $16,065,160.05. 





THE amended regulations, (G.O. 7, A: G. O.; 1889,) 
published this week, will be thankfully received by 
the Army. In summer officers may wear aD un- 
dress coat of white duck or white flannel with 
trousers to match, and enlisted men can wear straw 
hats on certain minor duties and when not on 
duty. The march of improvement goes slowly but 
surely on. 


THE War Department is said to be contemplating 
a stricter observance this year of that portion of 
Par. 50, Army Regulations, 1889, which says: 
‘* Nor shall leave of absence be granted to an officer 
during the season of active operations, except in 
cases of urgent necessity.” 














DEPARTMENT Commanders are not forgetful that 
the season for cultivation of post-gardens is fast 
approaching, and are issuing instructions for the 
thorough execution of Article 37 of the Regulations. 








JuDGING trom newspayer reports, the anniver- 
sary of the birthday of Abraham Lincoln, Feb. 12, 
will be more generally observed this year than for 
some years past. 








SPEAKING of the system of publication adopted 
by our Naval Bureau of [ntelligence, Engineering 
says: “‘ Personally we like the American plao.

GENERAL KILPATRICK’S SWORD. 


THERE was a pleasant little scene in the office of 
the Secretary of Waron Monday last, where Gan. 
Schofield, the Adjutant General and other officials 
of the Department gathered to witness the presen 
tation to the War Department of the sword of the 
late Gen. Judson Kilpatrick. 

Senator McPherson, who was accompanied by the 
widow of the distinguished soldierand several other 
New Jersey friends, made the presentation in a 
speech saying: “Like unto his battle flag, which is 
now among the archives of New Jersey, his native 
State, his legacy to the State, this sword was carried 
by bim from camp to camp, from battlefield to bat- 
tlefield, on the long toilzsome march, by day and by 
night, and the scenes through which uf passed 
bave been inscribed in ietters of living light in our 
country’s history. To fitly recount his deeds asa 
soldier would fili volumes, and his career ia civil ad- 
ministration was no less distinguished. Gen. Kil- 
patrick died, as be had lived in the service of his 
country, in a foreign land, and in the records of our 
State Vepartment his nameappears in most honora- 
ble mention. Hesleeps at West Point, where he was 
educated as a soldier, his last request being that, 
when he died, he might be buried upon the shores 
of the Hudson, amid the scenes of his early life. 
Please then accept this sword, unstained as it is by 
dishonor, asword that has waved in triumph over 
many a field of victory, in vindication of the na- 
tion’s honor, in defence of the nation's life.’’ 

Tbe Secretary replying said: ‘If thank you in be- 
half of the War Department and the people for this 
presentation, of the sword of so brave and gallanta 
soldier as Gen. Kilpatrick. It shall havean honored 
place and faithful care in this Department, and 
every soldier who looks upon it will be reminded of 
the courage and brilliant career of the man who 
bore it, and be inspired for like deeds of valor in 
behalf of his country.” 








UNITED SERVICE CLUB. 


AT a meeting of the United Service Club of New 
York, last Saturday night, there was read a paper 
by Gen. Richard Irwin which invited much dis- 
cussion upon the subjectof * Time v. Earthmarks.” 
During the discussion considerable stress was laid 
upon the advantages of reconnaisance before any 
movement as tending to get the lay of the land— 
draw out the enemy, and above all save the lives of 
many men, time here being the element of suc- 
cess in nine cases outof ten. By the sacrifice of a 
day or even an hour in some instances the course of 
our Army had been changed, simply through the 

recautionary measure of a reconnaisance. The 
nstance of Gen, Warren at Mine Run was a con- 
spicuous one, where against all the corps com- 
manders who favored an assault he was the only 
one opposed, but his opposition probably saved the 
—— of Meade and thousands of lives. An- 
other instance told by an officer who commanded 
a battery in the Red River Campaign, was of his be 
ing given an order to gallop bis guns quickly across 
a piece of flat country of which nothing whatever 
was known. Dashing at the head of the column he 
had not gone a thousand feet when a ditch ten [feet 
deep and as many wide confronted him. By the 
sheerest avcident he stopped the thundering column 
which a moment later would have been the victims 
of a General’s negligence. This Club is now con- 
sidering a movement to larger quarters, the mem- 
bership having increased to such an. extent as to 
demand it. Although a young club it has onits 
rolis over two hundred members from officers of 
the Army, Navy, Volunteers and National Guard, 
at home and abroad, is free from debt and eapireg

ARMY CHAPLAINS, 


MAJOR GENERAL SCHOFIELD has addressed an inter- 
esting communication to Senator Piambin regard 
to a proposed reform in the chaplain service of the 
Army, saying very sensibly: “ After much and care- 
ful study of thie subject my impression is that the 
best policy would be to leave the yarious sons 
in the Army free to select religious ministers of 
their own choice as other communities in this coun- 
try do, the action of Congress to be limited to sup- 
plying the necessary money to pay for their ser- 
vices, and that of the War Department to ulat- 
ing the mode of their selection, etc. In this manner 
a large proportion of the troops, if not all, could 
have the services of their own faich at least a part 
of the time, which they do not now. Our system of 
Army chaplains 13 an attempt to follow the custom 
of foreign countries, where one religion, and only 
one, is recognized and supported by the Govern- 
ment; a system not at all applicable to our institu 
tions, Our military legislation has never yet re- 
cognized the principles of religious liberty by pro- 
viding the soldier at remote frontier stations with 
the religious services which he craves and needs. 
Ono the contrary, such remote garrisons are pro- 
vided with chaplains in whose religious opinions 
and mode of worship the great majority of the 
troops do not believe. Yet wonder is expressed 
that so little interest is manifested in religious ser- 
vices, at the military pusts. Give the Army relig- 
ious liberty, and assist the men to obtain the relig- 
ious ministrations of which they feel the need, and 
there will be the same interest in religion in the 
Army as elsewhere.”

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION OF THE U. 8. 


In areport forwarded b 
the Adjutant General of [ilnois, to Gen. Wingate, 
president of the National Guard Association, as to 
the number of occasions upon which the National 
Guard of Iilinoia bas been called into active service 
since 1875, he states: The National Guard of Lilinois 
was not organized until 1877. In July of tbat year 
the entire National Guard, numbering 5,000, was 
called into active servive for the period of about 
eixbt days. in connection with the great strike 
among railroad employees. There were no casual- 
ties reported, but large numbers of prisoners were 
captured and turned over to the civil authorities. 
le 1878 two companies of infantry were on duty for 
ten daysin Pike County; one battalion of infantry 
for two days at La Salle, both in connection with 
mining troubles; no casualties; one company ia 
East St. Louis, in response to call of sheriff; no casu- 
alties. in May, 1883, three companies of infantry 
were required in Madison and St. Clair Counties, 
in conncction with riots among coal miners; one 
rioter was killed, one wound and 26 prisoners 
turned over to the civil authorities; no casualties 
among troops; period of service seven days. May 
1, 1835, five companies of infantry, one battery of 
ligot artillery,and one Gatling gun and detach- 
ment were ordered to aid civil authorities in con 
nection with riot in stone quarries at Joliet and Le- 
mont. Order was restored at Joliet in two days by 
breaking up the mob and capturing 80 prisoners; 
no casualties. May 4, 1885, four companies of in- 
funtry and one Gatling guo and detachment moved 
from Joliet to Lemont. In dispersing a mob of 
over 1,000 men the troops were resisted with pistuls 
and stones; three rioters were killed, two by bul- 
lets and one by a bayonet, and 14 rioters wounded, 
mostly by bayonets; 18 of the troops had slight 
wounds from stones thrown by rioters; troops were 
on duty 13 days. April 9, 1884, two regiments of in- 
faotry and one Gatling guo were ordered to East 
St. Louis, occasioned by riot among railroad em- 
ployees. The civil force of the sheriff had killed 
four and mortally wounded four of the rioters 
before the arrival of troops. That night about 
$75,000 worth of railroad property was destroyed 
before the arrival of troops. The timely arrival of 
troops saved the loss of willions in property, in- 
cluding the bridge that spans the Mississippi. Toe 
troops were not all flaaily withdrawa until May 24; 
no casualties. Nov. 7, 1836, two regiments of in- 
faptry aod one troop of cavalry and one Gatling 
guo with detachment were ordered on duty at the 
Union Stock Yards, Chicago, in connection with 
riot amoung packiog house employees; this forre 
was not relieved uatil Nov. 20: period of service 14 
days; no casualties. May 27, 1889.a regiment of iu- 
faoctry was put on duty at Braidwood for riots 
among coal mivers; period of service five days; no 
casualties. June 1, 1889, three companies of ia- 
fantry were ordered to Spring Valley; period of 
service five days; cause, riots among coal miuers; 
no Casualties. 

Adjutact General R. H. Orton, of Califurnia, re- 
ports to Gen. Wiogate that sinve 1875, the National 
Uuard of the State bas been called together a num- 
ber of times, especially during the turbulent times 
of 1877 to 1880, but their services bave never during 
that time been required to perform active duty; the 
moral effect of having them assemble, and ready to 
act, bas been sufficient to prevent any vvert act on 
the part of those uolawfuily assembled. He states 
that California needs gups and equipments for two 
ligbt batteries, and about 3,000 rifles and equipments 
for about 1,500 men. 

Gen. M. L. Bennam, Jr., Acting Adjutant Gen- 
eral of South Carolina, reports the number of oc- 
casions upon which the militia has been called into 
aciive service since 1875, in South Carolina, and 
ordered out by the Governor, which however, does 
not include the numberof every such occasion. The 
pumber of occasions at Charleston were in 1876, 78, 
88 and 89. Abbeville 1880 and 1882, Aiken 1882, Co- 
lumbia, 1885, Greeneville 1880 and 1884, Chester 1887 
aod 1888, York, 1886, Barnwell 1889. In each cuse 
the number calied out was one company except in 
Charleston where several companies were engaged. 
ln Chester the cause was riot in the streets of the 
city and in auother case where the negroes killed 
five or six white men, they aided the sheriff and 
otber officers of the peace in protecting prisoners in 
their charge. Ina nearly all of these cases the pris- 
oners were vegroes guarded and protected by white 
troops. This servive of the troops has been of the 
greatest value in maintaining law and order. 

in the case of the fearful lynching of eight ne- 
groes at Barnwell troops were not called out until 
a‘ter the ceed was done, the sheriff alleging he did 
pot aoticipate such an attack; they were 
subsequently ordered to be in readiness in case 
of furtoer rioting. Ia 1876, and again w 1877, 
at Coarleston, there were several of the troops 
killed and wounded. The men were mostly young 
men engaged in business and whenever called out 
have had to endure the loss of time and run the 
risk of discharge by theiremployers. By law they 
are entitied to $1.50 a day, but the Legislature has 
made po appropriation and the troops serve without 
compensation. At present their greatest need is of 
uniforms. Tae men who enlist are generally young 
men dependent upon salaries and are unable to buy 
uniforms. Their quota of the funds appropriaced 
by Congress is so small that many companies be- 
come discouraged while waiting for uniforms. They 
also need Army overcoutsand cavalry equipments, 
aod some new and improved heavy orduance, but 
are deterred from getting them for the reason 
abcve given. 

Tne Adjutant-General of Kansas, General J. M. 
Roberts, writes that waile the records of the office 
ia regard to Kaosas are very unsatisfactory or 
rather very incomplete the following isa summary 
of the duty they perform: Ona April 6, 1878, three 
companies of 148 men were called out to protect the 

roperty of tae Atchison, Topeks and Santa Fe 

atlway during astrike of someof its employees 
aod remained ia service four days. In September 

and Uctober of 1878 about 1.009 men were called out 
fer 30 days to protect the State from a raid of the 


Gen. Joseph W. Vance, 
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Cheyenne [ndians, during which some 49 people 
were killed aad many others wounded, and large 
quantities of property destroyed and stock driven 
off. ln 1879, in consequences of a threatened out- 
break on the southwestera border of the State by 
the lodians from the territory the troops were 
called out and were in the field for 6 months and 26 
ae Oa April 21, 188), six coupanies of the State 
militia were called out to preserve the peave at the 
coal minesin Cherokee county. Oa April 1, 1885, 
the lst Regiment of the Kansas National Guard 
consisting of 449 men were ordered out to protect 
hfe and property Curing the great strike on the 
Missouri Pacific Railway. They served for one 
week. The service rendered on that occasion was of 
incalculable value to the State, as the shops of the 
Missouri Pacific had beea taken possession of by the 
strikers and a large amount of property destroyed. 
On June 20, 1883, two companies of the 2d Regiment 
were called out to preserve the peace in the canvass 
of votes of au election and served for four days. Oa 
August 2, 1888, the 21 Regiment, and Battery B, lst 
Artillery, were ordered to Stevens county to pre- 
serve the pones. Four companies of the 2d Regi- 
ment and the Battery served forsix davsand the 
remain‘ter for 12 days. Oa Jan. 12, 1889, Uo. F, 24 
Regiment, were ordered to Cimarron, to preserve 
order, and remained there 14 days. ‘'woother com.- 

anies were under arms fortwo days. Oa Ost. 30, 

889, Co. G, 3.1 Regiment, was ordered to Axtel, to 
reserve peace and served oneday. A part of Co. 

. 4th Regiment, was valled upou by the sheriff of 
Ottawa county to protect public proparty and pre- 
vent the release of prisoners. They were on duty 
one day. Other companies of that regiment were 
ordered under arms in 1883, but did not leave their 
company stations. 

The delegation of the National Guard Association 
of Michigan to the convention to be heid on Feb. 
5, at Washiugton, will consist of Adjutant General 
LD. B. Aingen, Quartermaster-Generat George M. 
Devlin, Colonel Fred. E. Faraosworth, of the State

Michigan renorts that her troops nave been called 
out, since 1875, on seven different occasions to pro- 
tect property and prevent apprehended riot. The 
forces consisted of one company on five occasions, 
four companies on one occasion and the other occa- 
sion of a regiment. 

Colonel John C. England, A. A. G. of Arkansas, 
states that the offive of Adjutant-General of that 
Srate has been abolished, that its State Guards are 
disorganized and but a few companies are active

General William O. O'Neil, A. G. of Arizona, re- 
ports that from 1875 to 1887 there was hardly a year 
but what the Natiopal Guard of the Territory was 
called into active service on account of the [adian 
outbreaks. Yet in face of this service against 
Apache-Hualapai and other tribes it has never ani 
does not now receive a single cent from any recog- 
nized public source; even its expenses while in the 
fieid being paid by its members or gratuitous dona- 
tions by individuals. [The arms and equipments 
furnished are of such obsolete patteros that the 
mem ers when in uctive service discard them for 
tsose provided out of thcir private means.

Capt. Thurston thougbt it was below the dignity of any offi- 
cer to accept this amouat. Hisidea was that the code should 
allow the officers pay fortheir entire uniform and equip- 
ments, or 00 pay at all. 

Sec. 62. Pcoviding camp stools, chairs, desks and cleaning 
for armuries. 

Section 64, providing additional belp for armories and ar- 
renals and providing for their pay as follows: When em- 
ployed ia urmories or urseaais located in the various cities, 
armorers not to exceed $4 per day; janitors and engiveers 
not to exceed $3 per day; laborers not to exceed $2 per day; 
when employed in armories or arsenais not jocated in 
cities, not to exceed $2 per day. 

Section 94, providing that any Officer detailed to serve on 
the court established by section 104 of this act shall be paid 
for each day actually employed therein, engaged in busi- 
ness thereof or in travelling to and from the same, and 
travelling expenses and subsistence when said court shall be 
heid at a place other than the city and town of bis residence, 
All compensations and expenses of courts established by 
section 104 of this act shall be paid as therein provided. 
Amendments to section 93 were also adopted. 

Toe folowing amendmeat to sectivn 103 was adopted: 
“The proceedings aud sentence of such court shall, without 
delay, be delivered to the commander-in-cbhief, or to such 
officer as he -may cause to order such court, who shall ap- 
prove or disapprove the same within 15 days thereatter, and 
Shall notify the delinquent of bis approval or disipproval 
tkereof, und from the -eatence of such vourtinposiaga flue 
or peaaity fur any delinquency, the pers >n tried mity ap- 
peal within 20 days atter notification ofthe fine or peaalty, 
aod the commaaider-in-chief, or, in case such court shail be 
ordered by a commanding officer of a division or a brig- 
ade, by his direction, thea theofficer ordering such court 
may remit or mitigate such fine or peaalty.” 

Section 104, emovwering the commanding officer of each 
brigade to app int a delinquency court to con:ist of one 
commissivned officer for tue trial uf enlisted men of bis 
command, provoked a vig>rous discussion. Cuxpt. Lus- 
comb, ot the 13th, led the opposition, aad beinz abiy sec- 
onded by tne representatives of bis regiment, toxether with 
those ot the 7th, 9cb, 23d and 321 Regimeats, the obnoxious 
section was kilied as it ouzact to bave been. Tae other 
amendments adopted were: Section 119, providing a juag- 
meat roll establishing offences tor whicn commissioaea offi- 
cers may be tried by court-martial; ameudmeuts to section 
120, 123, 126, 127. 

Toe Coae Committee was instructed to cause the amend- 
ments to be printed in the form of a Legislative bill, and 
copies be placed in the hands of members and legislators. 

A memorial of the late Capt. Witthaus was adopted. Votes 
of thanks were given to the retiriag officers and to Co. B, 
10th Battalion. 

The Secretary, Col. Lawrence, read his report showing 
the status of the association.

TORPEDO BOATS. 


LaTER advices from Toulon state that the 
ote has made further trials, which were abso- 
lutely satisfactory, and are declared to have solved 
the scientific problem of submarine navigation. In 
the presence of Vice-Admiral Charles D. Duperre, 
Naval Prefect, the boat acted with —— precision 
both in regard to direction and depth of immersion. 
lt traversed a distance of about three-quarters of a 
mile beneath the surface. 

M. Goubet, who hae for some years been experi- 
menting witb submarine boats, has construc one 
of bronze, 18 ft. 4 in. — by about 5 ft. beam, 
which gavesatisfactory results when tried at Toulon. 
In general principle it resembles thut which he 
built two or three years ago, and of which a descrip- 
tion will be found in Lieutenant Hovgaard’s book 
on “Submarine Boats.” f 
- Lieut. Peral made several interesting trials with 
his submarine torpedo-vessel in Cadiz Bay lately. 
During the first four bours he cruised about 
with nothing but the top of the turret yisible above 


the water. The speed was six knets, and the vessel 


was 8 with great facility. Afterwards Lieut. 
Peral made trials below the surface, at a depth of 
11 metres, at which the speed was six knots. In one 
trial the submarine boat remained below the sur 








face for forty minutes, and reappeared 3}¢ miles 
from the spot where she had disappeared. Lieut. 
Peral and the officers on board with bim during the 
trials were said to be well satisfied with the beha- 
vior of the boat and the steering apparatus. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


It is thought by many that aluminium bronze 
may inthe near future give marvellous results in 
the way of combined lightness and strength. 





The vew Lee magazine rifle, which is being issued 
to the infantry battahons of the Ist British Army 
Corps, weighs, with magazine (empty), 9 Ib. 8 oz. 
The sword-bayonet weighs 15} oz., its scabbard 4% 
oz. The magazine empty weigas 4% oz., filled 13 oz. 
The ritle is 4 ft. ANinu. long, or, with sword-bayonet, 
5 ft. 1-45 in. long. the length of the sword-bayonet 
being 1 ft. 4-11 16 in. 


Tbe Maxim automatic gun has recently been so 
seriously discredited in Europe that our ordnance 
authorities will do well to receive it with caution. 
It 1s reported 1p the Army and Navy Gazette that 40 
of the 130 guns purchased by the Austrian Govern- 
ment are disabled, and unsatisfactory results have 
attended exveriments in Russia. The Belgique 
Militaire gives currency to a report that he had to 
adjust the automatic mechanism by hand eight 
times in the course of a minute. lt 1s obvious, says 
the Gazette, that a complex apparatus so ingenious 
as to utilise the forve of recoil to charge 
the gun and fire it, and so on automatically uatil 
the 334 cartridges attached to the linen band are 
exhausted, must be in perfect order, and may well 
be subject to damage. 





Says the Army and Navy Gazette: ‘Gunnery as a 
science is making enormous strides every day, and 
we have now arrived at ao initial velocity of over 
2,600 feet, which allows us to diminish our calibre 
Menangle piercing the thickest of armor. What, 
then, isthe object of movater ordoance? The re- 
salts obtained trom the 10-in. Canet gun, intended 
for the Greek irouclads now in course of coustruc- 
ticn in France bave been splendid. Weighing only 
about 353¢ tons, it throws a projectile of be 
witb a muzzle velocitv of more than 2,300 feet, and 
capable of piercing 274¢ in. of wrought tron. At 
1,100 yards it would penetrate 25 in., and at 2,200 
yards sou 22. Bearing in mind that the extreme 
limit of ballistic force has probably not yet been 
reached, and tbe initial velocity of 2,600 feet 
is yy A to be exceeded, ove may well ask 
what is the good of loading our ships with guns of 
110 tons or even 67 tons weight. Guns of a reason- 
able size need not be entirely dependent on ma- 
ebinery for their working; guns of an unreason- 
able size always must be. This is the pith of the 
wise remarks of a French expert. 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortification, of 
which Major General Schofield is president, bus ad- 
journed until Feb. 11. The New York Times says: 
** There is an organized effort apparent on the part 
of certain New York capitalists to obtain possession 
of the Sandy Hook grounds for development 
into a sumwer resort, aud the idea with 
which the board was confronted was whether there 
were not equally available and desirable sites for 
provinog grounds in regions where the property is 
not quite so valuabie as that occupied at present. 
The question of the desirability of inland sites came 
up for discussion, but it was deemed that such sites 
would be far tvo costly.’’ 


The German press is discussing at length the 
merits of a new French repeating air rifle called the 
**Miracle gun,”’ invented by M. Paul Giffard in 
Paris. It is described thus: ** The weapon is hight, 
much lighter than any of the Army rifies now in 
use. It resembles tbe magazine gun in that a steel 
eartridge about a span and a half long, and as 
thick as a man’s thumb, is attached to the one 
barrel by means of a screw. This cartridge con- 
tains 300 shots, which can be discharged as rapidly 
or slowly asa man desires. Sioce neither powder 
nor avy other explosive, but only compressed and 
liquefied air, supplies the expelling force, no smoke 
and no flash accompany the discharge. Ooly a short, 
sharp, low report is heard as the ball leaves the cart- 
ridge. At the recent trial the ball travelled with 
wooderful accuracy, and penetrated deep into the 
wall of the shooting room. As soon as one 
eartridge is emptied of its 300 shots, another 
eartridge can be screwed on the gun in the 
twinkhog of an eye. M. Giffard says that the 300 
shotsin a cartridge can be produced at a cost of 
about two anda halfcents. The gun itself can be 
manufsctured forabout $5." This is the story. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Le Yacht says the new coastguard ironclads that 
are ordered to be built by private contract will be 
named Zalmy, Bouvines and Jemmapes. 

Tue German War Department is to issue a general 
order on the subject of complaints made by school- 
masiers who are required to serve a year with the 
eolors. 

Kropp, the maker of big guns, has founded a 
fund of $125,000 for the benefit of those of his work- 
men who wish to borrow money at low rates for the 
purpose of building homes for themselves. 


Le YACHT gives valuable information on the con- 
dition of the French mercintile marine. From this 
account it would appear that the French marine 
bangs on Government subsidies for ita existesce, 
and that the majority of the lines are not warranted 
by trade 1n supporting the number of steamers they 
do. Le Yacht ts opposed to this system of subsidiz- 
ing. From tables compiled from the Bureau Veri 
it shows that m the mercantile marine of the world 
France, so far as concerns sailing vessels of 50 tons 
and upward and steamers of 100 tons and upward, 
stands fourth in rank. Great Britain stands first, 
with 25,429.000 tons to her credit; the United States 
sevond, with 2,951,000 tons; Germany third, with 
2,826,000 tons, and then France, with 000 tons.

The new sbips are 
all in connection with the programme adopted in 
the last Session of Parliament. 

Op Marshal MacMahon, ex-president of France, 
says a dispatch, has completed his memoirs, but 
they will not be given to the public. He intends to 
have only six copies printed—one for himself, one 
for his wife, one for each of his three sons and one 
for hisdaughter. Ie has received flattering offers 
from publishers. but refuses to allow his work to 
receive general circulation.

Srr: In compliance with orders from the Regi- 
mental Commander, I have the honor to respect- 
fully submit the following brief report: About 
8.30 o’clock, A. M. to-day, | left this camp in com- 
mand of the Ist Battalion, 5th U. S. Cavalry, con- 
sisting of four troops—L,. C, H and E—total strength 
ninety-eight men and six commissioned officers. 


The command proceeded in asoutherly direction 
to Deer Creek, via Chiloeco Creek and Jobnson’s 
Ranch road. During the march forward an 
vanced guard was thrown out under charge of Cap- 
tain Schuyler, aud in accordance with instructions 
from Division Headquarters. The formation of the 
advanced guard is shown by the enclosed diagram. 
On the arrival of the command at Deer Creek, it 
was placed in a position about a mile above the 
mouth of said creek, and connecting with the left 
of the infantry. : 
All prominent points in view were then immedi- 
ately occupied, as shown by the enclosed sketch of 
the country marched over, made by Lieut. Adair, 
Battalion Adjutant. The country was found open 
and undulating, and without timber, except on the 
banks of Creeks ard rivers. Roads and Fords offer 
few, if any, obstacles to military operations. * * * 





On thereturn march Captain Hall commanded 
the rear guard. * * * 


I enclose two despatches, one from Contato Bab- 
cock and the other from Regimental Adjutant, 5th 
Cavalry, both of which were promptly complied 
with. The command generally showed zeal and 
tact in the performance of duty.

Sir: In compliance witb instructions from your 
Headquarters, dated Sept. 30, 1889, | have the honor 
to report that 1] left camp at 8.25 a. M. to-day with 
the Battalion, 5th Cavalry, and marched east 





along the north bank of Chilocco Creek. After the 
command had passed through the wire fence east of 
camp, 1 threw eut an advance guard composed of 
one troop (Capt. Augur’s) to cover my front and 
ngs, . 
. * » * * * 

About two miles east of camp my command 
crossed the Chilocco and marched south along the 
west bank of the Arkansas River via the river roud 
and the Rock Ford to Jobnson’s ranch on Deer 
Creek, where it arrived atlla.m. After crossing 
the Chiloceo,in addition tothe advance guaid I 
sent out a small examining Tol composed of a 
non-commissioned officer and tour men, to the left 
to examine all the ground on that flank as far as 
the Arkansas River. [also sent out the same num- 
ber of men on the right flank as a connecting patrol 
with the Ist Battalion, which was marched on that 
flank. About two miles south of the Rock Ford and 
near the mouth of Deer the commanding 
officer of the advance guard reported that the road 
on which we were marching led to aford on the 
Arkansas River, and asthe command at this time 
was marching near the river bank, I called in the 
examining patrol on = and posted them asa 
picket at this ford, with a vidette posted covering 
all of the ground in that vicinity. 1 then continued 
my march down the river to Creek, where 1 
received orders to balt and await further orders. 
One troop (Capt. Hayes’), Lieut. C. L. Foster in 
command, was thrown fo asa picket south of 
Deer Creek near Johnson’s ranch, with videttes 
posting covering the country south from the bank 
of the Arkansas River west, and connecting with 
the pickets of the Ist Battalion. 

* 1.20 p. m. | received the following communi- 
cation:

Commanding Officer Troops at Johnson's Ranch:

1m: I have the honor to report that, in com- 
pliance with vour instructions of the 30th ult., my 
command left this camp at 7:50 this a. M., accom- 
panied by a detail of ten dismounted men and ten 
wagons collect supplies in the vicinity of the 
mouth of Wolf Creek. 
STRENGTH OF BATTALION. 

Troop D—Two officers and 35 men. 

Troop B—One officer and 25 men. 

Troop K—One officer and 32 men. 
Lieut. Carson of General Forsyth’s staff accom- 
panied the command. The wagon train reported 
twenty minutes late. On passing beyond our lines 
an advance guard was established, Capt. Thomas, 
commanding; disposition shown in accompanying 
diagram marked * A.” : 
The route was along the road leading to crossing 
of Deer Creek near Johnson's Ranch, and thence to 
Wolf Creek two miles above its mouth. Crossing 
the divide beyond Deer Creek, advance guard re- 
ported mounted parties on our right. A patrol sent 
out developed a mounted force three miles to our 
right moving south. Keeping this in view until 
arrival at Wolf Creek at 10:45 a. m., I picketed my 
front, right and rear, and called in the advance 
guard, and then proceeded to collect a sufficient 
quantity of dry wood to load all the wagons. While 
engaged at this work, my pickets signaled cavairy 
to our rigbt and front. trol discovered Major 
Bacon's battalion 7th Cavalry two and one-half 
miles up Wolf Creek. 1 established communication 
with bim while ic this vicinity. 
At 12m. Lieut. Swift, A. D.C, with an orderly, 
came within our lines. 
At 12.30 p. m. received message from Major Bacon 
addressed to Commanding Officer, U. 8. rees, on 
Deer Creek, which was forwarded per courier at 
onve to Col. Wade at Johnson's ranch. 
At 1.25 p. M. received despatch from the Brigadier- 
General commanding, directing the rapid with} 
drawal of my battalion to join main column at 
Johnson's Ranch. The force at Rock Crossing hav- 
1bg reported the enemy’s scouts in their front, my 
command was at once put in route, accompanying 
loaded train, with rear guard disposed as per dia- 
gram marked * B,” Lieut. Macomb commanding. 
Position of pickets, while gathering supplies on 
Wolf Creek, is shown in enclosed sketch marked 
“OC.” On arrival at Deer Creek at 2 Pp. m. I rted 
to Colonel Wade and was instructed to recall my 
rear guard after crossing the creek, and proceed to 
Camp Schofield with wagon train. my rear being 
protected by Capt. Hayes, commanding ¥d Battalion. 
‘The dismounted y with wagon traiu carried 
their arms and were supplied with axes; one cooked 
meal was carried in saddle pockets. We found the

You will be careful to cover your for- 
ward movement by an advance guard in proper 
strength and formation, and to protect your return 
by a strong rear guard. While foraging at a halt 
you will carefully cover your working parties bya 
proper disposition of your command for the protec- 
tion of your train and foragers. 

lo marching the strength of your command will 
he kept on the road indica covered by the ad- 
vance guard. Upon your return you will be pre- 
pared to report as to your route, disposition of your 
force as advance guard, convoy, etc., etc. There 
will be other troops of this division on Wolf Creek 
and Deer Creek.

Arriving at Wolf Creek, [ established communica- 
tions with the troops on my left operating in the vi- 
cinity of mouth of Wolf Creek, and conducted my 
march to and from the camp, in the matter of ad- 
vance and rear guard, as wellas picket duty whilst 
remaining at Wolf Creek. according to the latest 
prescribed methods. 

At 12.45 commenced my return march to this 
camp. Ac 1.10 received orders from the Command- 
ing General that the enemy was — in force 
on my left, and directing me to fall k quietly to 
Deer Creek on the infantry. Reaching that point 
and finding no troops thereat, 1 halted my column 
and after — 3— the Creek, one of 
* officers found the mmanding General, from 
whom I received orders to proceed with my command 
and wagons to the location of the Infantry Brigade, 
about one mile from the crossing of the west road. 

Turning over three wagons to an officer of In- 
fantry, I proceeded to return to camp, marching at 
the same time and along the left flank of the {nfan- 
try column, arriving about 5 o’clock P. M.

Sir: In accordance with written instructions from

the Regimental Commander, 7th Cavalry, 1 left 
camp this morning at 8.07 o’clock a. m., with =y 
battalion, crossed the brauch of the A. T. and 8. F. 
R. R., running to camp, near its junction with the 
main line, and then passed to the west side of the 
main line by going through a culvert, and then 
turned south along the Ponca road. This road was 
followed some two miles until its junction with the 
Bois D’ Are road was reached. 

Here Captain Jackson’s Troop (C) was detailed 
for advanced guard duty, and the command,turned 
into the Bois D’ Arc a 

This road was followed until what was supposed 
to be the third fork of this road was reached at 10.22 
A. M. One halt was made, from 9.45 to 10.11 a. m. 
Total marching time one hour and forty-nine min- 
utes. At 10.15 4. M.a signal party of two men re- 
ported to the battalion commander and were di- 
rected to take station on a hili to the left of the 
command, and communicated with signal stations 
to their left, and to receive any messages that might 
be sent to the 2d Battalion. 

As soon as the command halted, Ist Lieut. W. W. 
Robinson, Jr., comdg. Troop D, 7th Cavalry, was 
flirected to put his troop on outpost duty (see his 
report ap ded marked “ B’’). t the same time a 
reserve of some ten or twelve men was sent to the 
front about 1,000 yards to be within supporting dis- 
tance of his picket. A patrol of a non-commissioned 
officer and four men was sent to the left to com- 
municate with the videttes of the 3d Battalion, and 
flankers were stationed at commanding points to 
the right and left to guard their respective flanks. 
The main column was then placed under cover and 
the ecm dismounted. The command remained in 
this position until 3.30 Pp. m., when an order was re- 
ceived from the Cavairy Brigade Commander, 
through Major Baldwin, to withdraw the 2d Bat- 
taliou. The troop on outpost duty was then withb- 
drawn and Captain Edgerly, comdg. Troop G, 7th 
Cavalry, detailed to perform rear guard duty. The 
command then started on the return march over 
the same trail on which it had made the advance at 
3.55 P.M. At 4.05 P. Mm. a despatch was received from 
the Division Co.omander that the enemy were on 
our left flank; and immediately scouts were sent 
wellin advance of the battalion and strong flank- 
ing parties placed on the right and left flanks of the 
— but the enemy were not felt during the 
march. 

The command reached camp at 5.45 Pp. M., after 
baving made one halt of ten minutes, at Chilooce 
Creek, for watering. Actual marching time, one 
—*5* Ca torty minutes. Estimated distance about 
7% miles. 

‘rhe route passed over was practicable for all arms 
of the Service. The ground on either side of the 
trail was rolliog prairie. The map furnished the 
battalion commander for bis guidanve was found to 
be very inaccurate as regarded the location of roads, 

The reports of Captains Jacksou and Edgerly. 
and Ist Lieut. Robinson, 7th Cavalry, are herewith 
appended marked as above indicated. 

It will be seen from the above report that the dis- 
tance travelled was greater than that contemplated 
in the written instructions to the battalion command- 
er, but this fact was due to the inaccuracy of the 
location of the “‘ third fork ” on the map, an inaccu- 
racy which was admitted by Ist Lieut. Dodge 
A. D. C. to the Division Commander when be joined 
the column (9.50 A. M.) and inspected the map.
